Akerhart Sees No Rea-

LONDON, Eng., Jan, 11.— 
Premier Willian Aberhart’s 
announcement that- he has 
received no answer from 
Major Douglas to his cable 
asking the Social Credit 
leader to come to Alberta 
was received with surprise 
by Major Douglas today. 

“I cannot understand that, 
as Premier Abcrhart himself 
cabled me on December 31 
a:king me to defer my visit 
until later,” said Major Doug- 
les, “Neturally I did not reply 
te that cable, but the premier 
hed all the facts before him 
and knew that it was at his 
request that I was not coming 
until later on. I cannot see 
why he made the announce- 
ment he did that he was wait- 
ing to hear from me cnd that 
he expected me soon,” 

Major Douglas had no per- 
sonal knowledge of what was 
behind the change in govern- 
ment plans. “I lack personal 
information,” he said, “but from 
general reports Mr. Magor, the 
government's financial advisor, 
seems adverse 1o Social Credit.” 
“It appears to me as though 
Major Douglas will not be here 

until after the session opening on 
Feb. 6, but I feel sure that he 

will come as ¢00n as possible 

thereafter,” said Premicr William 
Abrehart on Saturday, “but I in- 
sist that he will be here later.” 
The question of Major Douglas's 
coming was further thrown into 
the melting pot on Saturday when 
advices were received from Major 
Douglas that he was surprised to 
hear that he has unanswered ree

Hauptmann Bids 
Desperately For Life 


TRENTON, NWJ., Jan, 11.—Bruno 
Richard Hauptmann bi@ desper- 
ately for life today as Dr. John F 
Condon, the aged schoolmaster who 
testified against him, sped south 
toward summer suns, 

With Col. Charles A. Lindbergh 
secluded in a cottage in Wales and 
the famous intermediary “Jafsie” on 
a southbound steamer, the two 
most damaging wi‘nesses against 
the Bronx carpenter were out of 
the United States as his attorney 
askcd his escape from the electric 
chair. 

Gov. Harold G. Hoffman met with 
seven members of the state court 
of pardons to cons'der Hauptmann’s 
plea for mercy at 9:30 am., C.S.T. 

The Governor, president-judge of 
the court, whose attitude toward 
Haup mann was believed a factor 
in Colonel Lindbergh's departure 
for Great Britain, said of Condon’s 
tri 


ip: 
“This is highly significant in view 
of Dr. Condon’s actions and state- 
ments since the Flemington trial.” 

Attorney-General David T. Wil- 
entz, however, declared “Jafsie’s” 
trip was with his permission. 

“I saw no reason why he should 
not go,” said Wilentz, “and I see no! 
reason now.” 

GOVERNOR TALKS 
Governor Hoffman said: “After 


weeks of intensive study in the 
Lindbergh kidnapping case I do 


not believe the full ends of justice 
will have been served with the 
execution of Hauptmann,” the paper 
quoted him, 

“Condon has written he found 
evidence in the baby’s crib that the 
child had been killed there. He 
also makes the flat statement that 
more than one person was involved 
in the crime. 

“Dr. Condon goes so far as to 
write he knew two of those in- 
vo'ved. If Dr. Condon knows these 
things I feel the authorities should 
have the information.” 


SUBMIT TO QUERY 

The paper declared Governor 
Hoffman indicated he had been 
prepared. to ask that Dr. Condon 
submit to questioning and that he 
was “taken by surprise’ when he 
learned Dr. Condon had sailed. 

After concluding his inquiry 
Governor Hoffman said, the paper 
declared: 

“I found innumerable contradic- 
tions and seeming incons'stencies 
which strengthened my belief that! 
there was much that had not yet 
been Jearned.”

The Board of Grain: commission- 
ers’ report issued at Fort William 
Friday showed December exports 
of 13,288,963 bushels of wheat com- 
pared with 8,100,132 for the same 
month a year ago. While the Dom- 
inion Bureau of Statistics report 
for calendar year exports showed 
declines, their value to producers 
was greater. Prices on the Winni- 
peg Grain Exchange were four 
cents a bushel higher than a year 
ago and 23 cents a bushel higher 
than two years ago. 


LARGE TONNAGE 

A dispatch from London declar- 
ed demand for Canadian wheat for 
spring shipment was developing 
because of the growing shortage of 
wheat in other countries except 
Canada. The Board of Grain com- 
missioner's report pointed out large 
tonnage for January and February 
was being chartered. 

“Realization the bulk of the 
world's wheat export surplus now 
remains in the hands of Canada 
and Australia has resulted in large 
volume of tonnage reported for 
January and February,” said the 
Grain Commission's report, “Ton- 
nage chartered for Vancouver ship- 
ments totalled approximately 12,- 
000,000 bushels. all for January and 
February loading.” 


LOADINGS NOTED 

The report noted loadings at Hali- 
fax and Saint John and three ves- 
sels were reported chartered for 
loading at Montreal on the resump- 
tion of spring navigation. Space 
for shipment via the Great Lakes 
also is being chartered with 2,000,- 
000 bushels already obtained. Ships 
at Fort William and Port Arthur 
hold 1,020,740 bushels, ready for 
spring shipment. ; 

Exports of Canadian wheat to the 
United States from August 1, start 
of the 1935-36 crop year, to January

MEET BANNED 
TO PRESS IS 
NOT SUCCESS 


Continued from Page One 
concerned he was the “forgotten 
man” of the meeting. 

Discussing the whole affair af- 
ter the conclusion of the meeting 
the majority of Edmonton's retail- 
ers, wholesalers and distributors 
who attended were apparently of 
one mind, that the government had 
ho plan, but was putting it up to 
them to draw up codes, whether 
they wanted them or not, and pro- 
mised to look into their codes if and 
when drawn up, and if they found 
them agreeable, to pass enabling 
legislation and regulations to put} 
them into effect. 


EMPHATIC “NO” 

“Did you learn anything new? 

“Did you get any new ideas?” 

“Have you found out how codes 
will work in Alberta?” 

These were questions put by 
hewspapermen to groups as they 
emerged from the meeting. Some 
thook their heeds, some smiled and 
said nothing, but the great major- 
ity gave a very emphatic “No” in 
reply. 

“There was not a whole lot to it” 
said one leading distributor. “Pre- 
mier Aberhart told us that business 
conditions were bad, and that the 
distribyting end in particular was 
In terrible shape, and they hoped to 
remedy this by the Trades and In- 
dustry Act, implemented by legis- 
lation and regulations. It was more 
an appeal for us to get behind 
them than anything, but they didn’t 
give us anyth'ng concrete to get be- 
hind.” 


The fact that the press had 
been barred and that the Premier 
and his minister of Trade and 
Industry were expected to outline 
their plans for the new codes 
brought out the biggest Chamber 
of Commerce representation in 
years, but when President J. W. 
Glenwright of the Chamber of 
Commerce escorted Premier 
Aberhart and Hon. Mr. Manning 
into the room there was no ap- 
plause. Even after the ministers 


were speaking applause was 
noticeable only by its absence, 
individual approbation at long 


intervals, being the only signs of 
encouragement given the speak- 
ers. 


At the outset President Glen- 
wright read a prepared statement 
in which the Chamber of Com- 
merce took full responsibility for 
the debarring of the press, although 
the official intimation of the meet- 
ing stated that nothing was to be 
given out except by Premier Aber- 
hart, and the general impression 
was that this step had been taken at 
the request of the premier. 


DECISION TO BAR PRESS 

President Glenwright, however, ; 
stated that the decision to bar the} 
press had been reached because it 
was the desire to “have the pro- 
posed codes discussed in the freest 
and frankest manner possible with 
the businessmen of the city, and it 
was thought best not to have the 
press present”. The Chamber of | 
Commerce, he said, took full res- | 
ponsibility for this step. 

Premier Aberhart, who appears | 
to be under a strain, left the bulk 
of the speaking to his younger and 
more energetic minister. His re- 
marks were brief. Production, he 
said, was not the problem to be 
faced; the difficulty is distribution, 
and what was needed was scientific 
methods of distribution and _ co- 
operaton from all parties concerned 
to bring this about. 

“Retailers under the present sys- | 
fem in Alberta are holding the 
bag,” he said. “I have been au- 
thoritatively informed that they 
have $40,000,000 outstanding on 
their books, and the great percent- 
age of this is uncollectable. If any- 
body needs help I think you fel- 
lows do, you retail merchants.” 


LARGE TURNOVER 


Success in business, he pointed 
out, came from turnover and his 
idea was that they should concen- 
trate on a large turnover with 
small profits, rather than on a 
small turnover with large profits. 

“You needn't think we _ have 
come here to discuss Social Credit 
with you,” he concluded. 

“We haven't thought of Social 
Credit yet and we. can’t begin to 
think of it until we get the prov- 
ince on a solid financial foundation. 
The government function is to as- 
sist business, not to go into busi- 
ness, but if there are some things 
that busness thinks can't be done, 
then of course the government will 
have to do them for you.” 

Mr. Manning, who followed the 
premier, stated that the object of 
the proposed codes was to assist 
retailers, but he admitted that he 
had received all kinds of enquir- 
jes, requests and correspondence 
from businessmen, groups and in- 
dividual merchants, which show-’ 
ed that they did not all see alike 
on the matter of codes, He read 
letters from individual merchants 
condemning the retail section of 
the Calgary Board of Trade for 
being against codes, to prove his 
point. 

“Of course all merchants are not 
agreed,” he admitted. “They have 
tried to get together and form 
agreements but. they have lacked 
the power to enfoice any agree- 
ments reached and the government,

PROTECT EACH OTHER 

The protective policy of Social 
Credit, he said, is to protect the 
producer, the consumer and the dis- 
tributor from each other and from 
being exploited by anybody else 
and to give a fair deal to all.

“Some people ask are we going to 
try and set a just price for every 
article from a tack to an automo- 
bile?” he said. “’e are not going 
to try and do this, but"we are going 
to try and set up general prices 
and regulations which will be flex- 
ible.

This varied from the widely held 
belief among other delegations that 
the Japanese would quit the con- 
ference next week. 


SIX-POWER BASIS 

In British official circles it was 
said if the Tokyo delegation with- 
draws, Soviet Russia and Germany 
will be asked into the conference 
and it will proceed on a six-power 
basis. 

The United States and Great Brit- 
ain, it was stated, have agreed they 
will reconsider Japan's insistent de- 
mand for tonnage equality—but 
even the Japanese themselves held 
no hope it would be granted. 

The conference is in recess until 
Monday, and other delegations 
marked time amid a flurry of rum- 
ors, awaiting Japan's next moves. 


GIVE JAPAN FLOOR 


It appeared certain the other 
powers will give Japan the floor 
at the next meeting, which may be 
postponed until Tuesday to allow 
her delegates to expand fully their 
equality proposal or anything else 
they may have in mind. 

If a showdown is demanded on 
the proposal as it now stands it 
will be rejected, observers agreed.

000 strong and thousands of air- 
planes and tanks. But Molotoff 
said more must be done. 

Recent Russian press reports of 
a secret alliance between Japan and 
Germany, he asserted, “came as no 
surprise so far as we are concern- 
ed.” 

Both nations, he pointed out, 
have left the League of Nations, 
and both, he charged, “have aggres- 
sive intentions.” 

“Germany,” said Molotoff, “is lit- 
erally a military camp situated at 
the centre of and endangering the 
whole of Europe. The Nazis are 
getting ready to strike.” 

“We must see that the entire 
army — aviation, artillery, tanks, 
etc —knows its job thoroughly and 
is prepared to act with the highest 
efficiency.” 

Poland was included by Molotoff 
emong Russia's potential aggres- 
sors. He asserted Warsaw has am- 
bitions to expand into the Baltic 
states,

ALBERTA IS THE LOSER 

Albertans everywhere will want to join the 
members of the legal profession in paying a 
tribute of great respect to Lieutenant-Governor 
Walsh, whose term expires in a few months, 
and who announces that on retirement he will 
seek a “more favorable” climate. 

That term must of course be put down as a 
slip of the tongue, whether coined by His Honor 
or by a reporter. A less rigorous climate per- 
haps, but a “more favorable” one—where could 
that be found? 

His Honor has been a resident of the prov- 
ince for many years, has taken a prominent part 
in its public life, won a distinguished place on 
the judicial bench, and has discharged the duties 
of his representative position with high credit 
to himself and satisfaction to the public. 

The good wishes of the people of the prov- 
ince will go with the retiring Governor and 
Mrs. Walsh. In particular they will hope that 
a constitution toughened by many years’ resi- 
dence in this fibre-building air may long with- 
stand the softening influences of some milder, 
but not “more favorable,” clime. 


IT MAY BE WORTH THE PRICE 

If the Alberta motorist is required to buy 
his car license early this year, he has the satis- 
faction of knowing it wil] last until April, 1937. 
The license year is being changed to begin 
April Ist, instead of January Ist. But there is 
no “free wheeling” interval. The plates must 
be purchased now. 

Not so pleasing to him is the news that he 
must buy a new driver's license every year, and 
will have to pay $1.00 for it. He formerly got 
a license he thought would be good for life, for 
50 cents. 

The province needs revenue, and the car- 
owner has been found to be a taxpayer easy to 
get at. That no doubt explains the change to 
a yearly driver's license, with a double charge. 

But perhaps there is also an intention on the 
part of the authorities to be more careful who 
they issue these licenses to. It may even be the 
idea that a “driver” must show he can drive 
before he gets cne. If so, the yearly fee may 
be paid without grumbling, for the incompetent 
and the reckless driver are menaces to other 
motorists, as they are to the pedestrian who is 
not an acrobat. 


THE SEAS DIVIDE

The Munitions Committee at Washington 
seem to be getting a good deal of amusement 
listening to Mr, J. P. Morgan and other Goliaths 
in the financial field tell how they got contracts 
and made billions selling the Allies war sup- 
plies they have not paid for, 

It is to be hoped the taxpayers of the United 


States, who are elected to foot the bill, can 
also see the joke. Europe evidently does, since 
the defaulters no longer bother writing Wash- 


ington to say they are not remitting anything on 
due day. 

President Roosevelt apparently sees it, too 
He said the other day his purpose is to prevent 


foreign countries buying arms from the United 
States, and also to discourage them buying 
more supplies in war time than they normally 
buy in peace time 

No one can doubt the President's main 
motive is to discourage war. But there is no 


reason to suppose he has forgotten about the 


supplies Europe hasn't paid for, and doesn't 
show any intention to pay for 
The billions about which the committee in 


Washington is hearing came out of American 
pockets, not European pockets. That helps to 
explain the urge for a more abdalute “neuiral- 
ity” in future. But it does not suggest that Mr. 
Morgan and his associates, and rivals, will 
whoop it up for neutrality and no more war 


contracts. 


STATE-PAID FARM HANDS 

Social Credit members of parliament agree 
with Premier Aberhart that it would be good 
policy to close the relief camps, send the relief 
men to work on fatms, and use the money spent 
in maintaining the camps to pay them wages 
as farm workers. 

But the camps are not just places of enter- 
tainment where the men idle away their time, 
making no return to the public for the money 
spent in feeding and housing them and the 
twenty cents a day pocket money tiicy are 
allowed. 

The camp-men are doing work, building 
roads, making landing fields, carrying on other 
kinds of construction in some places. These are 
works which need to be done, should be done, 
and are being done for a fraction of what they 
are worth and should be costing. 

The proposal therefore is not that idle men 
be transferred into useful industry. It is that 
men engaged in public works and paid by the 
public—under-paid of course—should be trans- 
ferred into private service and still paid from 
the public treasury. That is very different, and 
would create a precedent capable of wide appli- 
cation. 

If state-paid help for farmers, why not for 
townsmen, contractors, mining companies, and 
lumbering concerns, as well? If Government 
wages for some, why not for all? 

What the farmer needs is not free help. He 
needs purchasing power, and relief from the 
burden of excess interest rates and tariff im- 
positions the Governments have thrust upon 
him. Then he will be able to pay his own help, 
if and as required.

| The Passing Show

Wellington, on the field of Waterloo, never 
hoped for night for Blucher more fervently 
than Haile Selassie, the surviving Lion of Judah 
has been hoping for the torrential rains that 
beset his kingdom carly in each year. They 
are there now, a little earlier than usual, in 
response either to the prayers 
of the Coptic priests or the 
cloud - shattering effect of 
high explosive. 

With nearly 35,000 persons 
slain by automobiles on the 
roads of United States last 
year, some of the jokesmiths 
have suggested that heavy 
casualties will come after 
Mussolini’s men have finished 
their road-building in Ethi- 
opia. As in all good humor 
there’s a layer of truth beneath it. More Ital- 
ians have probably met death on the dust- 
blinded mountain roads than facing the foe. 

An associated Press correspondent, sending 
messages through Khartum in the Anglo- 
Egyptian Sudan tells of a number of these. In 
one accident twelve aviators, heading for the 
front, went over a precipice in the heavy dust 
on an improvised mountain highway. All met 
their deaths on the rocks far below. 


In another accident, six huge trucks thread- 
ing their way at night on a tortuous road, 
blindly following their leader, went over a tre- 
mendous cliff. Along the mountain roads from 
Asmara to Adigrat and Adowa, says this cor- 
respondent, are the wrecks of over a hundred 
trucks that have gone to their doom over the 
cliffs.

The League of Nations meets again on Jan- 
uary 20 at Geneva. The British delegates, it is 
said, will press for the imposition of sanctions 
against oil, coal and iron, Britain now being 
prepared for eventualities. But whether the 
representatives of other League nations sub- 
scribe to this or not, it looks as if Mussolini's 
plans are destined to come to grief. Lack of 
gold to carry on the war, plus the natural dif- 
ficulties of warfare in Ethiopia and the handi- 
cap of economic sanctions, have proved more 
effective than the dictates of humanity, the 
influence of the League of Nations or the valor 
of the Ethiopians, Indiscriminate bombing of 
Red Cross stations, and use of poison gas, reveal 
the desperate plight of the Italian dictator. 

The churches of Italy have been gathering 
up gold wedding rings and other gold jewellery 
to aid the dictator in his war on the Ethiopians. 
Anguish to the Italians, and amusement to 
others, came when the gold went into the melt- 
ing pot. The dictator of the Italian Mint reports 


» that many of the wedding rings were made of 


Jead, covered with gold—possibly a fraud by 
jewellers. Bitter anger was reserved for the 
discovery that the supposed solid gold cup pre- 
sented to Mussolini by the Lord Mayor of Lon- 
don was made of silver, heavily plated with 
gold. So too with a supposed solid gold medal 
presented to Il Duce by his Holiness the Pope 
at the time of the settlement of the grievances 
with the Vatican. 


Many wars referred to in history books as 
if settled by military strength, have been settled 
by such mundane things as bad weather, or by 
a force stronger than guns—by bacteria. 

Dr. Hans Zinsser in his “Rats, Lice and His- 
tory”—-a most fascinating and discursive his- 
tory of typhus fever—devotes a chapter to the 
wars of history that were decided by germs 
rather than by guns or swords. Greece was 
saved from Xerxes by a plague that killed 
300,000 of the Persian monarch’s army of 800,- 
000, causing him to abandon the campaign. 

The Huns had to give up an unimpeded 
advance on Constantinople in 425 A.D. because 

of a plague, and the Abyssinian army of 60,000 
from an advance on Mecca because of small- 
pox. Alb four Crusades suffered more from 
disease than from the sword. When Jerusalem 
was taken in 1099, only 60,000 remained of the 
original army of 300,000—most of them dead 
at Antioch from scurvy. Two years later the 
60,000 had been reduced to 20,000 by disease. 

Of half a million men in the second Crusade 
only a handful returned. The fourth Crusade 
never reached Jerusalem at all, being smitten 
with bubonic plague soon after leaving Con- 
stantinople. 

Joinville’s account of the scurvy epidemic 
that defeated the second Crusade makes piti- 
ful reading. The dead were thrown in the 
river and the starving army ate the eels that 
ate the dead. Says Joinville: 

“The sickness began to increase in the 
host in such sort, and the dead flesh to grow 
upon the guins of our people, that the barb- 
er surgeons had to remove the dead flesh in 
order that the people might masticate their 
food and swallow jt. Great pity it was to 
hear the cry throughcut the camp of the 
people whose flesh was being cut away; for 
they cried like women laboring of child.” 

When Saint Louis made a desperate attempt 
to break through the Saracen blockade he met 
defeat. He and all his knights were captured. 

On his next attempt, both he and his son, the 
Due de Nevers, died at Tunis of dysentery. 

So through all the centuries the story runs, 
down to Napoleon, whose retreating army from 


Russia had more than General January to 
harass it. 

Dysentery, enteric fever, pneumonia and 
throat anginas attacked the invading army. 


Napoleon had 89,000 sick after Ostrowp. Typhus 
and dysentery accompanied his army into Mos- 
He left 20,000 of 


cow-——and through its retreat. 
his army in the hospitals of Smolensk and 
25,000 at Vilna. Of the Grand Army that in- 


ia, only 20,000 sick and disheartened 
men were left. Of Marshal Ney’s Third Army 
Corps only twenty men remained. Battle cas- 
ualties had taken 105,000, but disease had taken 
219,000 

This column ventured to predict months 
ago before hostilities began, that Haile Selas- 
sie’s best allies were rain, mountains, swamps 
and disease. By the end of last November 35,- 
000 of .Mussolini’s men had been invalided on 
ships passing through the Suez Canal. Now 
the rain is beginning.

Beneficial Bacteria 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Although the first man to see bacteria was 
Leeuwenhoek, a Dutch ‘lens- grinder, Pasteur 
was the first to put bacteria to work, the first 
to study these small organisms, the first to use 
bacteria in a practical way, Pasteur is the 
father of the modern science of bacteriviogy, a 
science which has grown very 
rapidly because man found a 
knowledge of bacteria a very 
useful kind of knowledge, a 
knowledge he could use in his 
everyday life. 

For example, bacteria are 
useful to the dairyman in 
souring milk, making butter 
and ripening cheese. They 
are useful to the baker who 
adds yeast to his bread; to 
the brewer of beer, the wine 
manufacturer, the manufacturer of vinegar. 
The man who makes woolen goods is interested 
in knowing how to prevent the bacterial activ- 
ity which results in mildew; and the farmer 
realizes that the fertility of his farm depends 
upon bacteria. Doctors find the study of bac- 
teria an important work and the technician 
working in the laboratory avails himself of dif- 
ferent methods of staining bacteria, making 
them show up, so he can study them under the 
microscope. 

A bacterium is a‘ vegetable growth. It is a 
one-celled organism, a vegetable organism, liv- 
ing just as any other plant lives. The only dif- 
ference is that the plant which you see with 
the naked eye is likely to be green but bacterial 
plants are not green. One bacterium makes two 
by dividing, and given enough food and a fav- 
orable environment, these will go on dividing 
every 30 minutes. The size of a bacterium is so 
small that it will not be apparent to the un- 
aided human eye; it is necessary to magnify 
the organism by placing it under a microscope 
before our human eyes can see it. Bacteria are 
of three general shapes; they may be round 
like a berry, they may be Httle short sticks 
shaped like rods, or they may be shaped like 
spiral rods or corkscrews. But a bacterium is 
only a vegetable—it is not a “bug” or an animal 
or anything else but a plant. 

Many people have a pronounced fear of bac- 
teria, fearing that the mere presence of them, 
means disease or infection. Nothing could be 
farther from the truth. There are scores of 
bacteria which must be considered the best 
friends of man. Without the activity of bac- 
teria, man would not even be alive. Bacteria 
are the agents provided by nature to break 
down useless materials, make them simpler, 
make them into less complex substances that 
can be used over again by a plant or animal. 
This change is essentially a chemical change. 
Different kinds of bacteria are nourished by 
different kinds of substances and when the 
correct kind of food is lacking, then bacterial 
activity stops. 

I particularly want to impress upon you that 
bacteria are beneficial, they are nature’s way 
of producing chemical change—a way of trans- 
forming material and making it into simpler 
substances. Bacteria are useful servants and 
they have a very definite place in the world, 
There is this “world of the infinitely small” as 
Pasteur called it, and this world is continually 
working for the world which is made up of 
things big enough for us to see with our eyes. 

In the healthy body, the blood and tissues 
are free from bacteria and certainly the body 
has many methods of defending itself against 
that type of bacterial invasion which accom- 
panies infectious disease. The white blood 
cells make up one line of defense and the 
lymphatic glands of the body also play a con- 
siderable part in destroying undesirable bac- 
teria. Beside the few strains of bacteria associ- 
ated with disease, there exist many strains 
which are beneficial in the body—for example, 
the digestive tube will harbor many millions 
of bacteria which help with the digestion of 
food and serve to break down starches, sugars 
and proteins so that they are torn down into 
simple substances which the body can absorb. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

ANSWER: I have seen thousands of fasting 
patients able to keep on with their regular 
work. In the average case, the fasting patient 
is able to carry on his ordinary occupation dur- 
ing the short five-day or seven-day fast. I do 
not particularly advise undertaking heavy 
work while fasting although I have seen a few 
patients well able to do it. The average occu- 
pation nowadays consists of light work calling 
for little heavy muscular effort and there is 
no need to discontinue work while fasting. . I 
do not advocate staying in bed while on the 
fast unless there is an acute emergency such 
as fever. I suggest that the average patient 
try to keep reasonably active during the fast- 
ing period. Physical culture exercises should 
be delayed until the end of the fast, however. 
Exercise is especially contra-indicated when the 
patient is suffering from pain, muscular sore- 
ness or a severe heart derangement.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1850 the citizens 
of Guelph laid the foundation of 
their public library. At a meet- 
ing in the court house under the 
chairmanship of Sheriff Grange 
it was decided to form “The 
Farmers’ and Mechanics’ Insti- 
tute.” Rev. Dr. Torrance was 
authorized to proceed to Toronto 
to purchase books and on Febru- 
ary 15 he reported that he had 
ordered books to a value of £9 
18s 2d, which had to be sent 
from Toronto to Hamilton by 
stage and thence to Guelph by 
carrier, His choice of literature 
was accepted with one exception. 
John Watt questioned the choice 
of “The Wesiminster Review,” 
“owing to the objectionable char- 
acter of its editorial matter.” A 
committee was named to “inves- 
tigate the Review,” especially 
its theological papers, but the 
records do not say what its de- 
cision was whether the Westmin- 
ster was continued or banned. 

The institute prospered. It was 
incorporated in 1854 and carried 
on for 33 years, despite the fact 


Significance of Assiniboia 


The real significance of the 
federal by-election in Assinibo.a, 
in which Hon, J. G. Gardiner, 
Minister of Agriculture, defeated 
William Irvine, former C.C.F. 
member,with a two-to-one ma- 
jority, can be seen only by con- 
sidering the issues that were 
raised by Mr. Irvine and the 
C.C.F, stalwarts who came to his 
assistance, and the way in which 
thore issues were met by Mr. 
Gardiner and other spokesmen 
for the Government. 

Mr. Irvine became the CCF. 
candidate as a result of an infor- 
mal invitation from the members 
of the constituency executive of 
the C.C.F. and it was undoub‘edly 
pre-arranged that the wheat pol- 
icy was to be made the big iscue 
in the election, There were some 
pecple who thought that, if Mr. 
Gardiner had a single opponent, 
there was a good chance cf de-

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Another Supreme Court Mystery 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C. 


The reasoning of the majority decision of the Supreme Court 
of the United States in upsetting the Roosevelt Administration 


Agricultural Adjustment Act is extremely difficult to follow. 


In 


what way a Federal Government policy of aiding on a nation- 
wide scale the re-establishment of the selling values of agricul- 
tural products can be an interference with state rights is not 


made clear. 


Admittedly the collapse of all farming values, including capital 
values of farm lands as well as the products thereof, had become 
a nation-wide problem; there was nothing any one state govern- 
ment or any combination of state governments could do about it. 


Remedy and restoration were urgently necessary on a nation- 
wide scale. The measures taken by Congress have resulted in a 
very efficient measure of remedy and restoration. 


Th Supreme Court solemnly decides that this remedy and 
restoration constitute an invasion of rights reserved to the States. 


Rights reserved to the States are for use and exereife in matters 


of government. 


Immediately a condition existed whereunder no 


State and no combination of States could bring about remedy 
and restoration, there fell upon Congress the duty to bring into 


force nation-wide measures of remedy and restoration. 


There 


was in these measures no usurpation of State functions—but a 
powerful system of relief measures for the benefit of the States. 


Under the decision of the Supreme Court the people of one 
or more States could go on in suffering and destitution for years, 
because, even though no State law or action could remedy the 
collapse, the Federal Government could not come to the rescue— 
because the rescue would be an invasion of State rights. 


The Supreme Court majority has so far misdirected itself in 
fact and in law as to undermine the constitution by opening the 
way to amendments which are almost certain to go farther than 
is necessary in order to guard against further interference by the 
court in matters of national emergency.

the Liberals dealt with the whole 
history of the late Government's 
relation to the matter, the neglect 
to sell wheat on several notable 
occasions when there were good 
opportunities to do so, the accu- 
mulation of a large surplus which 
demoralized the price situation, 
and the loss of markets by the 
alienation of overseas buyers who 
saw Canadian wheat held at a 
price quite out of line with the 
world market. 

Mr. Gardiner showed that the 
new Wheat Board had sold 
43,000,000 bushels in two weeks. 
(By election day the Board had 
sold 60,000,000 bushels). His op- 
ponents replied that the Board 
just happened to be lucky in be- 


ginning its work at a time of 
very favorable market conditions. 
But this was answered by the 
statement that the old wheat 
marketing agency had the same 
opportunity to sell wheat in large 
quantity more than once, but it 
did not do it, It held on to the 
wheat through mis‘aken policy 
and eventually created the enor- 


mous surplus overhanging the 
market, which, with the increas- 
ing unwillingness of outsiders to 
buy at artificially high prices, has 
been one of the most serious fea- 
tures of the economic situation in 
Canada in the last few years. 

As regards the payment of the 
balance on the 1930 crop handled 
by the Pool, Mr. Gardiner showed 
that the Order-in-Council passed 
by the Bennett Government made 
the payment “subject to the 
amount referved to in paragraph 
(b) above bein verified by audi- 
tors’ certificates.” The amount 
referred to was the $8,262,415, 
said to be due the producers, The 
auditors have not yet reported, 
Mr. Gardiner stated, and this was 
the only reason why the matter 
had not been settled. 

. . . 
The charge that the new Wheat 
Board under the chairmanship of 
Mr. J. R. Murray hed distinctly 
favored the members of the Grain 
Exchange, particularly on.the day 
when the announcement from 
Buenos Ayres showed the scarcity 
or Argentine wheat, by letting J 
them obtain wheat at less than 
market prices, was evidently 
made through lack of knowledge 
of the policy which had previous- 
ly been adopted by the new 
Board in connection with the ac- 
cepiance of over-night orders 
from Britain or the continent. 
With six hours difference be- 
tween Winnipeg and Liverpool 
time, much business must be are 
ranged after closing time in the 
Winnipeg market. During the 
McFarlend regime, the holding 
policy of the agency carrying so 
much wheat, resulted in a very 
narrow market, and when grain 
firms sought to fill overnight- 
orders by purchasing wheat in 
the pit the following morning, 
the price was often unduly raised. 


This blocked the filling of orders 
and further curtailed the sale of 
Canadian wheat. 

The policy of the new Wheat 
Board was to give all reasonable 
encouragement to the sale of 
wheat. It decided that it would 
allow exporters to obtain wheat 
to fill over-night orders at the 
closing price of the previous day 
plus a small surcharge. On the 
day in question, none of the 
wheat which was obtained from 
the Wheat Board at the closing 
price of the previous day went to 
speculators. It all went to ex- 
porters to fill actual orders. And 
the proof that the new Wheat 
Board, though sélling so much 
wheat, is not conducting a fire 
sale, is found in the way in which 
the price is being sustained. 

These are some of the facis 
that were placed before the As- 
siniboia electors and on which 
they gave their overwhelming 
verdict for the wheat policy of 
the new Government. 

The criticism of the attitude of 
the Liberals to the Marketing 
Act of the Bennett Government 
was met by quoting Mr. King's 
speech in Parliament on April 
19, 1934. He was quite in favor 
of improved methods and prac- 
tices in the marketing of natural 
products, but he was not in favor 
of creating a great deal of bu- 
reaucratic authority nor of adopt- 
ing methods that meant restrict- 
ing trade and restricting produc- 
tion and creating monopolies 
with regard to commodities that 
were to be produced and bought 
and sold and stored and exported 


from different parts of the coun- 
try. 
Mr. Gardiner's position was 


that everything which made it 
difficult or expensive to market 
any farm product should be got 
rid of; that the Marketing Act 
should be amended accordingly, 
where necessary; and that the 
finding, developing and main- 
taining of markets for farm pro- 
ducts both within and outside 
Canada was the most important 
problem facing agriculture and 
the Federal Government. 


The large majority for Mr. Gar- 
diner indicates that the people of 
Assiniboia are not enamoured of 
the Marketing Act but favor the 
Liberal marketing policy.

Mr. Irvine, in commenting on 
the result of the election, made 
the declaration that, in spite of 
the defeat, the C.C.F. had capi- 
talized on the opportunity of 
carrying on “educational” work.

It was while performing 
with this club that Billy Champ, 
then manager of the Regina Cap tals 
in the old Western Canada League, 
gave Eddie his first chance in pro 
company, signing him up with the 
Caps. 

Although he saw plenty of action, 
Eddie did not make a regular berth 
with the Caps and the following 
season he joined the Edmonton 
Eskimos. He was made a regular 
defenceman on the team that had 
such stars as Joe Simpson, Bob 
Trapp, Gordon B. “Duke” Keats, 
Johnny Sheppard, Ty Arbour, 
Spunk Sparrow, Hal Winkler, Joe 
McCormick, Art Gagne, Bobby 
Benson and several others. 

Eddie became a great favorite 
among local hockey fans while per- 
forming here. Then when the old 
Western Canada League broke up, 
and Frank Patrick sold all the play- 
ers in the league to the National 
Hockey League for $25,000, Eddie

and “Duke” Keats to Boston. 

That was in 1926 and he has been 
with the club ever since. A hard, 
iygressive player with a sinewy 
frame that lends itself readily to 
vobust body checks.

There was a marked difference 
between the general nature of the 
Dominion election of 1930 and that 
which only a short time previously 
had sent President Hoover into 
power in the United States, From 
Mr. King’s point of view, the ap- 
peal took place on the wrong side 
of October, 1929.

And, in addition, he would have 
been utilizing an appearance be- 
fore a commission appointed by a 
certain government to brand that 
government ‘as mischievous and 
meddlesome, and to cause a surge 
of antagonistic feeling toward it in 
the country. He went as far as he 
could go. We have, therefore, to 
look elsewhere for evidence. It is 
to be found in private laments of 
Sir Henry and an open statement 
in committee by Dr. Manion, in 
which he not only admitted the ex- 
istence of such interference but 
suggested it was quite proper— 
statements to which references ap- 
pear later in this book. 

BEATTY MINIMIZES 

In his evidence before the Duff 
Commission, Mr. Beatty tended to 
minimize the importance of direct 
political interference, and to stress 
the deleterious influence of wider 
political pressure upon men _ in 
charge of public institutions, and 
inferentialy, therefore, upon Sir 
Henry himself. “We talk a great 
deal about political interference be- 
ing damaging to railway operations, 
and we know that it is true, gen- 
erally speaking. But when we say 
it we seem to think the only politi- 
cal influence is that exercised by a

BRITAIN OFFERS MARKET FOR 
50,000,000 POUNDS CANADIAN 
POULTRY EVERY YEAR IS CLAIM 


OTTAWA, Jan. 11 The | 
United Kingcom offers a mar- 
ket for 50,000,000 pounds of | 
Canadian poultry every year, | 
according to W. A. Brown, chief 
of the poultry service, depart- 
ment of agriculture, who has 
arrived here after an overseas 
inspection trip 

“No country,” Brown said, “is 
so well equipped to supply Bri 
tain with quality poultry as 
Canada, because no country has 
progressed so far in pu‘ting up 
a pack of poultry based on na- 
tional standards of grading and 
packing. Further, all poultry 
from the Dominion is admitted 
free and imports from foreign 
countries have to overcome a 
tariff barrier of six cents per 
pound 

But Canadian producers must 
send a quality product and 
give assurance of a continuity 
of supply if they want to hold 
the British market. The prin- 
cipal demand is for a_ well 
breasted, white fatted bird and 
though medium weights of 2'2 


to four pounds are preferred, 
all weights, if the quality is 
good, will find a ready sale. 


The quality must be not lower 
than milkfed B, with a much 
greater percentage of milkfed 
A than we have been sending in 
the past. No other country has 
the right type of birds in such 
quantities as Canada.” 

Export shipments of dressed 
poultry have been particularly 
active for some time. The com- 
plete figures for 1935 will show 
a substantial increase over 1934, 
when a total of 2,476,713 pounds 
were exported, 
700 pounds went to the United 
Kingdom. In 1933 the year's 
shipments aggregated only 927,- 
117 pounds.
